WORLD'S LITERARY NOTABILITIES—THACK- 
ERAY, HOOK, JEFFREY, BULWER, TROLLOPE, 
DICKENS, ETC. 

There are Many men who poasesa every 
gift by which the most brilliant after-dinne: 
speakers are distin; cuished—imagination, wit, 
keen powers of ricienle,a polished sty le—al! 
except one: suilicieat strength of nerve to 
stand upon tuecir legs for ten minutes in the 
presence of two or three hundred pair ot 
eyes. At their desk, with a pen in their 
hands, these men are perhaps the most 
thoughtful and sagwestive of writers: and 
over a giass of wine, with half a dozen friends, 
the liveliest and most sparkling of talkers; 
but the instant they feel themselves on their 
feet, asking pouinission to propose a toast, or 
acknowledge their own health, they sink to 
the level of the ordinary stutterers of com- 
monplace 

Tiackeray belonged to this class, It was a 
positive torture to him to be called upon t 
make an aficrdinner speech. “Why don’t 
they get Dick take the chair?” he used 
to say, peevishly, when a deputation had just 
pestered bim into attending their anniversary 
at the London Tavern. “He can make a 
speech, anda goodone, Tmofnouse. They 
litthe think how nervous Lam; and Dickens 
dees not know Ure incaning of the word. 
And this was the fact. Thackeray scribbled 
oat a drafi of all his speeches, and revised, 
and alters l, and polished them as he did a 
chapter in * ‘ Pendennis” ora“ Round About 
Pape r,” and then le agian l them by heart. But 
it was a thousand chances to one, whether he 
got through half of what he had thus prepare: 
and, whether he did or not, he was like a 
toad under ra harrow all the evening, and very 
seldom mace the slightest play with his elo 
quence. 

And this is generally the case with men of 
Thackeray's type. It was the case with 
Theodore meg In a ciub smoking-room 
the witty editor of John Bull would mount 
the table end kee p a select circle of boon com- 
panions laughing for a couple of hours, by 
mimicking the style of inmost of our parlia- 
mentary orators, Pecl, Palme ‘reton, Croker, 
Althor», * the brilliant baron,” Ly ndbarst, 
Brongham, and Follett, reproduc Ing their 
style, their thoughts, all their litte affecta- 
tions and triv ks, with astonishing fidelity 
Yet, when ealled upon to put a few sen- 
tences together at a lord-mayor’s din 
ner, the keenest wit in London was brought 
to the stand-suill at his third sentence for a 

thought or a phrase, and never, it is belived, 

in his life, got beyond a dozen sentences. Pen 
in hand, Jeffre y was the most fluent of men. 

He threw of! pace after page of a slashing crit- 

icism for the Edinburg Review in the course 

of the evening, without a single erasure or 

interlineation, without even a pause for a 

word. But at a dinner table it wasa mere 

chance of hit or miss whether his s “hes
